pretended solicitude for their per- 
sona! comfort are unprofessional. 


Publication or circulation of ordin- 


ary simple business cards is not im- 
proper. Solicitation of business by 
circulars is unprofessional. 


It is unprofessional for a lawyer 


to volunteer advice to bring a law- 
suit, except in rate cases where ties 
of blood relationship or trust make 
it his duty to do so. 
Stirring up 


strife and litigation that would not 
otherwise arise, is 
unprofessional, 


and is prohibited by all ethical rules. 


Lawyers should 
expose without 


feat or favor before the proper tri- 
bunals corrupt or dishonest conduct 
hi the profession. 


A lawyer may decline to conduct 


or to make a defense in a civil cause 
when convinced that the purpose of 
his client 1s merely to harass or in- 
jure the opposite party or to work 
oppression and wrong.

That the work should 
show on its face that it has been 
done with a thorough examination 
and careful consideration of 
the 


present sources of the law. That this 
means that the work should contain 
a complete citation of authorities, de- 
cisions, treatises and articles. Rec- 
ognizing that the legal 
profession 


will never have confidence TJI the re- 
sult unless those responsible for the 
work give this- tangible proof of 
care. 
"That it is not intended that the 
re-statement of law shall be adopted 
by legislatures as" a eofle The re- 
statement of law should be a 
statement of the common law of Eng- 
land and*. America and* it Is not de- 
iired 'that the re-statement should ie 
codified because then one of the two 
distinct features of the common law, 
namely, its flexibility or its fullness 
of detail, would'have to be sacrificed. 


"That- to fulfill its objects the re- 


statement must have authority great- 
er than that now accorded to any 
legal treatise, an authority more 
nearly on a par with that accorded 
the decisions of the courts. To de- 
velop .among judges and lawyers the 
feeling that it has this high degree

sions reached by a group of eminent 
men of the legal profession in their 
investigation of the short comings of 
law and remedies. The judge said

“All were agreed that a re-stale- 
meñt of the law was necessary. That 
it should’ be analytical, critical and 
constructive. That the work should 
show on its face that |t has been 
done with a thorough examination 
and careful consideration 
of

present sources of the law. That this 
means th at the work should contain 
a complete citation of authorities, de­ 
cisions, treatises and articles. Rec­ 
ognizing that the legal 
professiu.i 
will never have confidence in the re­ 
sult unless those respoaiible for the 
work give this- tangible 
proof 
of 
care. 
"That it is not intended that the 
re-statem ont of law shall be adopted 
by legislatures as a code. T h e . re­ 
statem ent of law should be a re­ 
statem ent of the common law of Eng­ 
land and* America and' it is not de­ 
sired th at the re-statem ent should be 
codified because then one of the two 
distinct features of the common law, 
namely, its flexibility or its fullness 
of detail, would'have to be sacrificed. 
“T h at to fulfill its objects the re­ 
statem ent must have authority great­ 
er than th at now accorded to any 
legal treatise, an 
authority 
more 
nearly on a par with that accorded 
the decisions of the courts. To de­ 
velop among judges and. lawyers the

Special safeguards are maintained 


to keep these rooms insulated from 
the rest of the plant. There's a rea- 
son.

''If a person would just put his 


hand in that temperature, h / ha'.d 
would in one second freeze so solid- 
ly that it would drop off. 


"Put a fresh piece of beefsteak in

Air conditions at night, it is point­ 
ed out, are more favotable to flying 
than during the day. 
The night at­ 
mosphere 
does 
away with 
the 
“bumps” in the sir which are 
the 
cause of lamentations of day avia­ 
tors. These “bumps” result from the 
sun's rays coming in contact 
with 
the moistened atmosphere rising from 
wooded lands, 
lakes, 
rivers, 
and 
green vegetation, which forces 
up­ 
ward a strong air current. As these 
cutreilts meet the airplane, the plane 
has a tendency to rise and when the 
aviator flics out of the current the 
machine immediately drops. 
Airplane motors, as | rule, run bet­ 
ter at night than by day because'of 
the incread^ of oxygen and moisture 
in the air, according to aviation of- 
ficjals. 
They expressed the belief i 
that this would add to the success I 
and efficiency of the government’s 
night mail service. 
Furthermore, large ,beacon 
lights 
have been installed every 12 1-2 miles j 
between Chicago and Omaha. These: 
will 
be, kept 
going 
continuously ¡ 
throughout the night and will throw: 
a swirling flood of light into the airi 
to guide the'aviator over his route, j 
In addition,. lights will 
flood the 
landing fields and indicate to the 
aviator the 
direction the 
wind is 
blowing.

To care fqp the hazards of forced 
landings, the airplanes in night ser­ 
vice will be equipped with wing tip 
lights eontrolled from the 
pilot’s 
seat. 
Parachute landing flares, also 
controlled automatically, will be car­ 
ried by the aviator. 
As he 
glidel 
his plane in a circle in landing, the 
field, wherever the forced 
landing 
may happen to be, will be 
flooded 
with light. The wing tip lights will 
not blind the aviator’s view but clear-

Can Use Alcohol Moder- 


ately

London, Ang. 23.—Opponents o! 


prohibition in England have read with 
interest the recent remarks of Lore 
Dawfon in the House of Lords en- 
dorsing the use of alcohol by adults 
in moderation. The occasion was the 
second reading of Lady Aster's tem- 
perance bill. Lord Dawsoa is phy- 
sician to the King, 


The_speaker always made the pro- 


viso that drinking must be moderate 
and indulged in at the proper time 
to be, beneficial. He told of a recent 
public dinner which he had attended 
saying in part: 


"The centre table consisted entire 


ly of prohibitionists, many of them 
high ecclesiastics. That table was the 
one dull, grey spot of the dinner, and 
if anybody wished to be converted 
from uncompromising condemnation 
of, alcohol, he would have been con- 
verted by that scene." 


Referring to Lord Astor's speech in 


introducing the bill, Lord Daws on 
said it gave him the impression that 
Lord Astor really desired to make 
out a case for the elimination of al- 
cohol. "1 should be more happy," he 
continued, "if I had heard from his 
lips one word of approval of alcohol 
in any shape or form. One cannot shut 
one's eyes to the fact that quite a 
large proportion of the people who 
support this bill are people who look 
on alcohol'as a harmful thing in it- 
self, tmd especially harmful to youth- 
ful person*." 


"Under the conditions of modern 


civilization," Lord Dawson went on 
"and in these days of concentration 
the constant endeavor to put 12 
hours into sis, and the high measure 
of specialization, it is obvious that 
at the end of such a day the mine 
of man gets into one track. He has 
no uplift. There alcohol comes in 
very well. Alcohol—in moderation- 
gets that nan out of the track. It 
lightens his mental touch." 


The King's physician took the ex- 


ample of the working man, in these 
days of high pressure, who was en- 
gaged in the making of motor ears. 
He had, perhaps, been using precisely 
the same set of muscles for seven, or 
eight hours, and consequently had 
been using precisely the same cells 
of the brain. "Is it to be wondered 
at," he said, "that at the end of the 
day his brain is in one track? I sug- 
gest there comes in the moderate use 
•of alcohol. He is uplifted. Good beer 
at that particular time of day would 
help him and not harm him." 
He 


added -that a number of people at the 
end of the day were quite unable to 
digest their food because they were 
too tired.

prohibition in England have read with 
in terest the recent rem arks of Lord 
Dawson in the House of Lords en­ 
dorsing the use of afcohol by adults 
in m oderation. The occasion was the 
second reading of Lady A stor’s tem ­ 
perance bill. Lord Dawson is phy­ 
sician to the King. 
The speaker alw ays made the pro­ 
viso th a t drinking m ust be m oderate 
and indulged in a t the proper tim e 
to be beneficial. He told of a recent 
public dinner which he had attended, 
saying in p a rt: 
"The centre table consisted e n tire ­ 
ly of prohibitionists, m any of them 
high ecclesiastics. T hat table was the 
one dull, grey spot of the dinner, and 
if anybody wished to be converted 
from uncom prom ising condem nation 
o t alcohol, he would have been con­ 
verted by th a t scene." 
R eferring to Lord A stor's speech in 
introducing th e bill. Lord Dawson 
said it gave him th e im pression th at 
Lord A stor really desired to make 
out a case fo r the elim ination of al 
cohol. "I should be m ore happy,” he 
continued, " if I had heard from his 
lips one word of approval of alcohol 
In any shape or form . One cannot shut 
o n es eyes to th e fa ct th a t quite 
a 
l«r$e proportion of the people who 
sup p o rt th is bill are people who look 
on alcohol as a harm ful th in g in it­ 
self, nnd especially harm ful to youth­ 
fu l persons."

Chicago-, Aug. 22.—The meteorolo- 


gical conditions of the "country at, 
night and the elaborate p^cautions j 
taken by the government to guard 
against tbe hazards 'of night airplane ! 
flying all will favor the succes* of 
night air mall service. 


Air condition* at night, it is point- 


ed out, are more favorable to flying 
than during the day. The night at- 
mosphere 
does 
away with 
the 


"bumps" in the air whioh are the- 
cause of lamentations of day avia- 
tors. These "bumps" result from the 
sun's rays coming in contact with 
the moistened atmosphere rising from 
wooded lands, lakes, rivers, and 
green vegetation, which forces up- 
ward a strong air current. As these 
euxredta meet the airplane, the plane 
has a tendency to rise and when the 
aviator flies out of-the current the 
machine immediately drops. 


Airplane motors, as a rule, ran bet- 


ter at night than by day because »of 
the increase of oxygen and moisture 
in the air, according to aviation of- 
fiejal*. 
They expressed the belief 


that this would add to the success 
aad efficiency of tbe government's 
night mail service. 


Furthermore, large (beacon lights 


have been installed every 12 1-2 miles 
between Chicago and Omaha. These' 
will be, kept going continuously i 
throughout the night and will throw 
a swirling flood of light into the air 
to guide the^sviator over his route. 
In addition,, lights will 
flood the 


landing fields and indicate to the 
aviator the direction the wind is 
blowing.

To care fojr the hazards of forced 


landings, the airplanes in night ser- 
vice will be equipped with wing tip

Although difficulty was anticipated 


in getting aviators to fly tbe night 
shift, approximately 75 percent of 
them-have expressed a desire for 
this service. This is thought to be 
'doe to. the government's elaborate 


plan of precaution in preparing thJ- 
night flying program. The govern* 
ment investigation , «f night flyirg 
had extended over a year aad a hall; 
and if tbe present plans prove prac- 
tical the route may be extended 
further west.

A part of the letter reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“Would it interest you to 
know 
some of the things I do each day? To 
explain that I shall describe the dif­ 
ferent buildings. First we 
have a 
large building, Ramapo hall, where 
800 boys live. It was formerly a mis­ 
sion school. 
Next to this we have 
Ford hall, built by the Near East Re­ 
lief where 200 little tots 
live, the 
nursery so to say, next to the hospi­ 
tal which has 
usually 30 
patients, 
with nine or ten incurables, who de­ 
sire to end their last 
days 
there 
rather than go to the T. B. hospital 
where we have a great many cases. 


P enonnel House 
“Then we have a personnel house 
where from 
choice I do not 
live, 
since I wish to be near the girls, but 
I go over there 
for all my 
meals. 
Halfway between Ramapo 
and the 
two girla orphanges we 
have 
the 
trade 
buildings, 
carpenter 
shops, 
blacksmithing, garage, tinsm ith, tail­ 
or shops, shoemakers, stocking ma­ 
chines, etc. 
“Another building which I 
visit 
or inspect every day is the bakery 
and oven. It has the Central kitchen 
and canning departm ent which does 
not come under my supervision, luck­ 
ily for the c u ^W ers. 
' 
“Then in addition to the above we 
have all the girls’ trades which I per­ 
sonally supervise, the laundry and 
baths for 1200 
children, 
including 
mending for nearly 1,000 boys. 
It 
keeps me busy and I do not make the 
rounds until noon wheu I am nearly 
dead for it gets simply roasting hot 
at noon. 
But you 
know 1 
am so 
happy doing it th at I go about here 
bumming all day long and I never 
get out of tem per, even when I find 
heads full of live lice or flcay boys, 
all due to someone’s neglect. 
“Tomorrow morning I get up at 4 
o’clock, because we have recently in­ 
stalled a laundry and bath which re­ 
quires my personal supervision, for 
some time, until it is organized. The 
workers are so slow that the hot wa­ 
ter which runs continuously is wast­ 
ed and it take^ a real fast American 
to get them moving. 
Last Saturday 
I had 700 children bathed in less than 
two hours when it usually takes a 
day and a half. We have all the chil­ 
dren standing at attention under the 
hot spray, with 
vwenty six 
boys, 
with 
bath 
cloth 
made of 
twine, 
held 
into 
a 
round 
holder 
by stitching and 
bound 
with un- 
•''ep.ched muslin. Its great for 
'ng. 
They all begin scrubbing the 
little ones. 
At the s’gnal from the 
ongir- rnom the wnter is 
turned 
on and at another signal, all these 
children move and give their places 
to others waiting in line. It’s breath­ 
less work and each child prays for 
the whistle to never stop for they 
love the hot water, and look forward 
to baths and inspection each 
week 
end. 
The inspection is military. 
Not All Work 
“It is not all work though. 
I had 
a most enjoyable time a t Beirut sev­ 
eral weeks ago. 
Every other week 
end I have had guests here. 
I was 
a guest up at the college a t Presi­ 
dent Dodge’s inauguration. 
He is a 
friend of mine. 
’There were recep­ 
tions and other things going on. Then 
the American Consu^,^ave a dance 
at the Country club which I enjoyed 
heaps as we had a ship 
from our 
navy 
in, 
with 
lota of 
handsome 
young officers. ’Then we had moon­ 
light swimming parties and best of 
all, the English friend whom I men­ 
tioned to you once was here from 
Egypt for a day or two and I found 
him looking so much better, th at I 
almost feel certain th at he is going 
to recover completely from the re­ 
sults of the war. 
“Last week end when my friends 
came out, we w ent hunting for an ti­ 
ques in the old tombs. I have been 
out three times this week, and found 
some tear bottles, but they were in 
rath er poor condition.

covered with tombs and dug down 
quite a Ic%, not finding a thing.

to adopt uniform laws on partner- 
ships and corporations. 
~ For a number of years past papers 
have been read, before the meetings 
of the American 
Bar association 


pointing out the evils of our system 
and urging action be taken, and in 
1920 they did succeed in appointing 
a committee to investigate and re- 
port, it Was said. This committee was 
composed of the deans of the Law 
Schools of Harvard. Michigan, Chi- 
cago, University of Illinois, Yale, Co- 
lumbia, and Pennsylvania. .This com- 
mittee, reported, and in turn recom- 
mended that a new committee be ap- 
pointed with power to invite cor- 
porations of other organizations and 
groups of the legal profession.

of their counties. Some of the flint 
varieties are enti rely past danKer of 
fiovt and dent corn is beginninK 
to 
din t. Corn th r o u g h o u t the st a te is 
passiiur out of the milk stage. P o t a ­ 
toes arc heavily vined but some of 
the agen ts find t h a t th er e ar e re l­ 
atively few tu be rs unde r the hills. 
However, this crop in Reneral is very 
good. 
Wheat yields bear out a little bet­ 
ter than the estim ates of this crop. 
The average yield is from eight to 
ten hushels but the quality is very 
goi d in most sections of the state. 
Kota wheat seems to be yielding 
better than other varieties. 
Kye is generally light in yield but 
fair to good in quality. Many rye 
fields were not threshed us it was 
felt that the crop would not pay 
threshing and harvest costs. 
Klax 
continues to look good in many sec­ 
tions of the state. Lute flax promises 
to yield bettor than the early variety. 
.Alfalfa seed is not se.tting well and 
in many districts there will be but a 
very light seed crop. In other sec­ 
tions the second growth of alfalfa 
has been cut and the third crop is 
rapidly growing. Sweet clover is fu r­ 
nishing some seed but 
the 
chief 
value of this crop to the farm ers is 
its feed value as pasturage. More 
than half of the county agents report 
that this legume is furnishing ex­ 
cellent pastures since the late rains. 
In Kidder county plowing is 
in 
full swing, the farm ers taking ad­ 
vantage of those days when thresh­ 
ing was impossible because of the 
rain.s. 
Wages paid by the farm ers during 
the harvest antK 
threshing 
varied 
from $3.00 to $4.00 per day although 
the usual rate was by the hour and 
many farmers requiring from ten to 
twelve hours per day. Threshing costs 
in Towner county were estimated at 
40 cents a bushel for threshing m ar­ 
quis wheat. 
W'eather throughout the week was 
generally fair with some light local 
showers and with one or two coun­ 
ties reporting hail which resulted in 
some crop loss. An interesting feature 
is the report from Towner county 
that the extra shoots and suckers 
resulting from the last ruins were 
lessening the chance of the corn crop 
coming to maturity before frost. 
County reports from the various 
extension agents for the period end­ 
ing last Saturday follow: 
MORTON—“Some farm ers are not 
yet through harvesting. Wheat yields 
are from six to 15 bushels. Quality, 
however, is v$ry good. There arc 
many fields of No. 1 Dark Northern. 
Alfalfa growths have lodged badly, 
making it necessary to cut the crop 
for hay. Sweet clover is furnishing 
good pasture. Pocket gophers have 
done some damage in the Üelds. Corn 
is progressing, due to the continuing
